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The  People  expeB  a  Confejfon  always  at  the  time  of  any 
Mans  Execution  :  Therefore  at  that  hour  when  it 
fhall  pleafe  God  to  call  me  to  itf  that  I  may  have 
nothing  more  to  do  than  to  recommend  my  Body  and 
Soul  to  him  that  gave  it ,  I  have  writ  this }  which 
"  has  a  little  taken  my  thoughts  from  my  Duty  to  Gsdj 
for  which  1  emplore  his  Pardon. 

I  beg  of  the  Reader  to  make  no  Nice  ConftrdUcn  of 
my  words ,  but  to  take  the  real  hone  ft  meaning. 

1  haVe  writ  this  merely ?  and  only  for  the  fatisfachon 
of  my  Relations 5  Friends  and  Acquaintance.  I 
have  not  had  time  to  digeft  it  into  Method ,  becaufe 
Time  is  precious  with  me  now. 

IN  the  firft  place  I  will  give  an  Account  of  my  firft 
Acquaintance  with  that  Gentlewoman  hhi.Vamvick, 
for  whom  the  World  believes  I  committed  this 
bloody  inhumane  Murther,  and  for  which  I  now 

fuffer.  .... 

About  two  years  ago  I  was  brought  acquainted  witn 

her,  beinga  Widdow?  by  a  Gentlewoman  of  my  Acquain¬ 
tance  5  and  had  not  been  above  2  or  3  times  in  her  Com¬ 
pany,  till  I  was  Arrefted  for  40 1.  at  that  time  I  having 
got  a  Commiffion  for  Cornet  in  my  Lord  Danins  Regi¬ 
ment  ,  whereupon  my  Friend  came  to  fee  me  in  Prilon, 

and  with  her  this  Gentlewoman  :  I  told  them  I  was  un- 
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done  5  for  I  had  but  juft  got  my  Commiffion,  and  if  mF 
Lord  {hould  hear  of  it,  1  ftiould  lofe  it  5  and  my  Rela¬ 
tions  would  never  do  any  thing  for  me,  who  were  able 
to  furnifti  me  with  fuch  a  Sum  as  was  fitting  for  that  Poft. 
Whereupon  this  Gentlewoman  took  pity  of  that  my  mi£ 
fortune,  and  trufting  to  my  Honefty,  became  bound  for 
that  Debt}  by  means  whereof  I  had  my  Liberty  :  But 
in  2  Months  time  the  Regiment  was  quite  off}  and  ever 
fince  I  have  been  quite  out  of  Employ.  But  after  this  I 
fcveral  times  vifited  the  Gentlewoman,  and  found  her 
very  Melancholy  ,  I  then  not  knowing  any  of  her  Con¬ 
cerns  3  but  atlaft  prevail’d  with  her  to  tell  me  the  occa- 
.  lion,  which  was  to  this  effeft :  (  I  will  but  hint  juft  on 
the  heads  of  thofe  Matters  that  were  her  Ruin  and  my 
Death.  I  could  have  writ  a  whole  Volume  on  this  Sub- 
jeft,  had  it  not  been  at  this  time,  which  is  precious  to 
me,  and  ought  to  be  employed  in  nothing  elfe,  but  in 
Prayers  to  Almighty  God  for  the  forgivenefs  of  my  fins, 
and  to  prepare  me  for  my  latter  end  5  but  I  hope  God 
will  forgive  me,  becaufe  I  write  nothing  but  Truth,  to 
the  beft.of  my  knowledg.  ) 

This  Gentlewoman  had  left  her  500  1.  to  be  laid  out 
in  a  Purchafefor  her  felf  during  Life,  and  afterwards  for 
the  ufe  of  her  Children.  This  money  lying  for  fome  time 
dead  in  Dr.  EdU  buries  hands,  one  of  theMafters  of  Chan¬ 
cery,  She  applied  her  felf  to  one  Mr.  Samuel  Hartlib  to 
find  her  out  a  Purchafe  for  the  laid  money.  This  Hart - 
lib ,  as  1  was  informed,  was  a  Man  formerly  of  very  good 
bufincfs  and  Credit,  but  at  that  time  was  very  poor  and 
needy.  He  brought  her  acquainted  with  one  Mr.  Ron\ 
and  Mr.  Edwards ,  who  were  the  foie  Aftors  of  a  Pur¬ 
chafe  of  Hcufes  in  Buckingham- Court,  tho  there  were  fe- 
veral  concerned,  as  Mr.  Royor ,  Mr.  Royley,  Mr  .Chambers, 
and  Mr.  Bayley ,  who  had  Mortgages  of  the  (aid  2  Houfes. 
But  in  (hort,  the  purchafe  was  made,  and  Mr.  Row  got  in 
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to  beTruftee,  by  the  help  of  his  good  Friends  Mr.  Hart- 
lib  and  Mr.  Edwards ,  and  was  confirmed  fo  by  a  Decree 
in  Chancery.  Pray  obferve,  that  this  500 1.  was  all  this 
poor  Woman  had  in  the  World  *  and  the  Purchafe  was 
made  for  5  50 1.  for  which  fifty  pounds  one  of  the  faid 
two  Houfes  was  Mortgaged  to  the  find  Mr.  Chambers  at 
that  very  time  :  But  pray  note, that  betore  the  Purchafe, 
file  toid  Mr.  Roiv,  that  (lie  had  taken  up  50  l  in  Houihold 
Goods,  and  owed  feme  15  or  20  l  more,  and  unlefs  Ihe 
could  have  an  Hundred  Pounds  mere  out  of  her  own 
money,  fto  pay  off  her  Debts  ;  (he  would  not  meddle 
with  it :  They  promifed  her  faithfully  that  (lie  fhould 
have  it  at  the  Sealing  of  the  Writings,  at  which  time  the 
money  was  to  be  paid  for  the  (aid  Purchale.  But  pray 

now  obferve,  Here  was  the  immediate  Ruin  to  the  poor 

Widdow,  and  alfo  had  been  to  her  4  final.  Children,  it 
'  her  Relations  had  not  taken  them  when  they  were  juft  a 
going  to  the  Parifli,  and  in  the  long  run  is  my  unhappy 
End,  God  forgive  them. 

At  the  time  of  receiving  the  money,  her  I  ruftee  Mr. 
Row  and  Mr.  Edwards  his  Confederate,  and  Mr.  Roy  ley, 
and  Tome  others,  being  at  a  Tavern,  they  feemingly 
quarrelled  amongft  themfelves ,  inlomuch ,  tuat  Ihe 
thought  they  would  have  fought ,  but  it  was  about  di¬ 
viding  the  money,  which  was  over  and  above  the  real 
Value  of  the  Purchafe  5  and  the  poor  Woman  expefting 
ftill  her  Hundred  Pounds  according  to  the  promife  made 
her,  (he  began  to  examine  Mr.  Row ,  on  whom  (he 
relied,  having  put  all  (he  had  in  the  World  for  her  felf 
and  four  Children  to  live  upon,  mto  his  Truft,  Where  is 
my  Hundred  Pounds,  that  I  may  carry  it  home  and  pay 
my  Debts?  Whereupon  Mr.  Row  faid,  Do  you  fee  Ma¬ 
dam  what  Rogues  thefe  are?  they  have  received  the 
money  this  Morning*  Hang  them,  Hang  them,  never 

trouble  your  felf,  as  I  am  your  Truftee,  l  le  ferve  you, 
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and  indeed  he  has  ferv’d  her,  and  me  too,  as  yon  will 
find  in  the  Sequel  of  this  unhappy  Paper.  Says  Row 
Madam,  1  have  Fifty  Pounds  in  my  Trunk,  which  has  not 
feen  day  this  Seven  Tears ,  you  Jhall  have  that  to  morrow  ; 
and  my  Credit  can  raife  you  Fifty  or  an  Hundred  Pound  more 
in  a  day  or  two's  time.  This  was  about  June  or  July  1690. 
hut  on  what  day  I  cannot  tell,  becaule  I  have  not  the 
Writings:  But  from  the  day  of  her  paying  the  money, 
flie  could  fcarce  ever  fee  Mr.  Row  5  but  when  (he  did,  he 
made  frivolous  Excufe  of  paying  away  a  great  Sum  of 
money,  and  (itch  like  5  but  that  he  was  a  railing  money, 
which  (he  (hould  have  this  day,  and  the  other  day  5  but 
alas  his  Credit  could  not  raife  Five  Pounds  in  the  whole 
World  at  that  time,  as  I  was  credibly  informed  ,  and 
as  all  perfons  that  knew  him  do  know  to  be  true,  he  be¬ 
ing  at  the  (ame  time  either  a  Prifoner  at  large  in  the 
Kings  Bench,  or  a  Soldier  in  one  of  the  Companies  of 
Kings-Guards  for  his  Protection.  This  is  moft  certainly 
true,  when  the  Widdow,  and  others  of  her  Acquaintance 
informed  me  of  the  truth  of  this,  (he  then  intreated,  and 
begg’d  of  me  with  Tears  and  Prayers,  to  afifift  her  in 
this  her  deplorable  Condition.  I  could  not  refufe  it 
her,  confidering  the  great  Obligation  (he  had  firft  laid 
on  me :  Therefore  out  of  Gratitude  I  could  do  no  lefs 
than  help  her.  Now  for  what  paft  after,  I  can  affirm  to 
be  Truth  of  my  own  Knowledg  :  As  I  am  a  dying  Man 
I-  will  not  fay  any  thing  but  what  is  Truth,  to  the  bed  of 
my  knowledg.  Now  (he  being  deluded  by  him  and  his 
Confederate  Mr.  Edwards,,  and  (he  not  having  the  Hun¬ 
dred  Pounds  according  to  promife,  out  of  her  own 
money,  (he  was  preiently  ruined,  loft  her  Credit  with 
her  Creditors,  to  whom  (he  promifed  payment  at  that 
time  when  (he  made  the  Purchale,  and  (o  day  after  day, 
and  week  after,  week,  as  he  promiled  her  (he  (hould  have 
it  by  his  procurement,  which  he  could  not  perform,  by 
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reafon  of  his  bafe  dealing  in  the  World.  At  this  time 
{he  had  a  Houfe  very  well  furnifhed  in  the  City,  and  was 
forced  to  abfent  her  Houfe,  and  leave  her  Children  and 
Servants  only  there  5  and  die  was  forced  day  after  day 
to  cake  Goods  out  of  her  Houfe,  to  difpofe  of  to  main¬ 
tain  her  Children,  and  follow  him  up  and  down  from 
Tavern  to  Tavern,  in  expe&ation  of  his  railing  her  the 
Hundred  Pounds,  which  the  could  not  do  her  felf,  by 
reafon  the  Eftate  in  Law  was  in  him  :  But  now  pray  cb- 
ferve,  the  two  Houles  were  fold  her  as  well  Tenanted 
then  at  40 1.  per  annum  each  Houfe,  out  of  which  there 
was  50  /.  per  annum  Ground- Rent  to  be  paid  j  but  no 
fooner  was  the  Purchale- money  paid,  but  the  Tenants  - 
left  the  Houfes,  being  only  Tenants  at  Will  5  fo  that  the 
Houfes  lay  empty  all  this  while,  and  the  Ground-Rent  r 
and  Rings  Taxes  running  on,  (he  was  head  and  ears  up 
in  Debt  ;  and  no  body  would  take  the  Houfes,  becaufe  < 
Mr.  Row  was  concerned  :  So  that  (he  was  forced  to  quit  >. 
her  Houfe  fhe  then  lived  in  in  the  City,  and  live  in  one  *: 
of  her  own  Houfes. 

Now  comes  the  difmal  Story  of  the  Hundred  Pounds 
borrowed  of  Dr.  Clinch,  which  was  the  occafion  of  her 
Ruine,  and  my  unhappy  Misfortune. 

f?<prv  not  performing  his  promife  of  fupplying  her  with  >: 
the  Hundred  Pounds,  (he  applied  her  felf  to  Dr.  Clinch , 
who  was  her  very  good  Friend,  and  her  Husbands  before 
her.  He  furnilhed  her  with  the  money,  and  paid  it  ho- 
neftly  7  but  would  not  lend  it,  unlefs  Mr.  Row  would  ■. 
joyrt  with  her  in  a  Leafe  ojr  Mortgage  of  one  of  the  two 
Houfes,  and  be  bound  with  her  for  the  money,  becaufe 
fhe  could  make  no  Security  her  felf;  which  he  readily 
did*  that  he  might  the  better  defraud  her.  But  at  that 
time,  Cohnfellor  Fairbeard  being  cut  of  Town  at  Tun¬ 
bridge  the  Dr.  would  do  nothing  till  his  return,  only  in 
the  mean  time;  h«  fuppjied  her  with  god.  at  three  (everal 
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times^  and  paid  it  thus,  15/.  at  one  time,  and  10/.  at 

another,  and  5  l  at  another^  which  Mr.  Row  received 
to  redeem  her  Goods  which  (he  had  pawned  to  /upply 
her  neceflhies.  It  is  true,  he  did  redeem  fbme  of  her 
Goods,  but  (he  could  not  have  any  Account  of  the  lay¬ 
ing  out  of  her  money,  till  at  laft  Mr.  Fairbeard  coming 
to  Town,  and  the  Writings  were  drawn  by  him,  and 
afterwards  fealed,  and  this  was  not  till  November  fol¬ 
lowing  3  the  remainder  of  the  money  was  paid  by  Dr. 
Clinch* s  Order  art  Sir  Francis  Child's  Shop  at  Temple- Bar  3 
but  at  the  receiving  of  it,  there  a  difpute  arofe  betwixt 
Mr.  Row  and  the  Widdow,  Mr.  Row  not  permitting  her 
to  receive  the  money,  unle/s  he  had  20I  under  pre¬ 
tence,  that  there  was  fo  much  due  to  him  by  a  Bill  he  de¬ 
livered  her  the  Night  before  3  which  was  a  bale,  unrea¬ 
lizable  Bill  3  and  withall,  that  there  was  Monies  rather 
due  to  the  Widdow  from  Mr.  Row ,  upon  a  fair  Account 
.  betwixt  them  3  but  neverthelefs  the  Widdow  laid  in  my 
hearing,  Mr.  Kow  take  ten  or  fifteen  pounds,  and  let  us 
go  to  the  next  Tavern,  and  take  you  one,  and  I  will 
take  another,  to  ad  juft  the  Accounts  betwixt  us :  No  /aid 
Madam  you  fhall  not  receive  a  penny,  unle/s  I  have 
20  /.  and  then  I  will  meet  you  at  the  Tavern,  which  he 
then  had :  So  (he  and  I  went  to  the  Tavern,  Mr.  R<m>  pro- 
miled  he  would  come  to  us  to  fettle  the  Accounts,  we 
ftay  d  two  hours  for  him,  and  then  he  fent  word,  he  had 
met  with  fome  per/ons  about  other  buGneft,  and  could 
not  come,  but  would  wait  on  her  another  time  at  her  own 
Houfes  but  he  never  came  at  her,  tho  fhe  lent  for  him 
feveral  times,  but  kept  out  of  the  way,  all  her  Concerns 
lying  at  Random  3  her  hands  being  tyed  fo,  that  fhe 
could  do  nothing  without  him,  as  to  the  letting  of  the 
other  Houfe,  and  (everal  other  matters  too  tedious  now 
to  mention.  *  *  '

Now  pray  obftrve,  That  the  Dr.  at  the  time  the  Wri-

ings  were  Sealed,  or  thereabouts,  affigned  over  the  fame 
Security,  or  made  fome  other  Security,  or  Mortgage  to 
Row  of  the  laid  Houfe  j  Row  giving  the  Dr.  Bond  to  fee 
the  Covenants  performed  in  the  Deeds  made  from  Mr. 
Row  (being  TrufteeJ  and  the  Widow,  to  Dr.  Clinch  j 
which  Covenants  were  thefe,  That  the  Dr.  (hould  be 
paid  Quarterly  6  l.  odd  Money,  and  fo  continue  till  the 
Doftor’s  whole  Money  was  paid,  which  would  be  in  Five 
years  time  or  thereabouts:  Now  pray  alfo  obferve,  That 
thelaft  Money  was  but  paid  in  November  1690,  and  the 
firft  quarterly  Payment  became  due  at  Quarter-day  next 
following.  For  the  Dr.  expe&ed  that  quarterly  Pay¬ 
ment,  from  the  time  he  had  lent  the  firft  30/.  at  1 5/.  one 
time,  10/.  another,  and  5/.  another  $  as  I  firft  mentioned: 
Tho  the  Cafe  is  intricate,  I  would  make  it  as  plain  as  I 
can,  that  theTruth  may  be  underftood  :  For  Row  feveral 
times  faid  he  had  done  that  which  would  puzzle  20  Law¬ 


yers. 


Obferve, That  Mr.  Rot  made  it  hisBufinefs  both  to  the 
Widows  Relations,  and  other  People  concerned  with 
her,  that  I  had  ruined  herj  and  fpent  all  {he  had,  when  as 
you  may  find  by  this,  that  all  (he  had  was  but  500/.  and 
it  was  every  Penny  of  it  paid  away  for  the  Purchafe ;  and 
that  (he  only  had  Forty  One  Pounds  Fifteen  Shillings, 
moft  of  which,  was  paid  away  at  the  receiving  of  it,  to 
fome  of  her  Creditors.  And  that  for  3  Months  l  fup- 
ported  her  and  her  Children,  partly  with  my  own  Money, 
and  by  getting  in  Debts  that  were  due  to  her,  befides  an 
endlefs  Trouble  I  had  in  bringing  Mr.  Rot  to  aa  Account, 
which  is  not  yet  done. 

It  isdefired  that  her  Relations  will  take  notice,  that  at 
the  time  of  the  Purchafe,  and  at  the  payment  of  the  Mo¬ 
ney,  after  Mr.  Rot  got  in  to  be  Truftee,  he  got  her  to 
fign  a  Deed,  particularly  a  Covenant  in  the  Deed  was  to 
this  or  like  effefr,  That  after  the  Death  of  Mrs.  Vauricke 
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and  her  4  Children,  the  Eftate  to  come  to  him  and  hk 
Heirs.  Upon  which  I  often  ufedto  fay,  That  he  defigned 
to  break  the  Widdows  Heart,  and  Starve  the  Children* 
that  the  Eftate  might  come  to  him  and  his  Son. 

-  Now  R ovp  being  Truftee,  and  alio  having  a  Deed  from 
the  Dr.  for  which  he  was  glad  $  he  domineered  and 
ranted  about,  faying,  That  he  had  Houfesin  Buckingham 
Court,  and  kept  the  poor  Woman  under,  that  fhe  durft 
not  do  any  thing,  neither  could  fhe,  by  reafon  of  his 
being  Truftee,  and  alfo  having  that  Deed  from  the  Dr. 
But  now  I  knowing  the  abufes  done  the  poor  Woman, 
and  that  fhe  coulcl  never  get  him  to  come  to  any  Account* 
fhe  applied  her  felf  to  me  again  to  right  her,  if  I  could 
by  any  means:  Upon  which  I  went  to  Mr ^Fairheard  and 
told  him  what  had  pad;  $  and  that  Mr.  Row  was  an  ill 
man  3  and  that  we  could  never  get  him  to  come  to  any 
Account,  as  he  promifed  he  would  do  in  his  hearing  at 
Sir  Francis  Child's  Shop,  he  being  then  prefent :  Mr. Fair- 
heard  faid  he  could  not  believe  it,  for  Mr.  Row  was  a  man 
of  Credit  and  Reputation  3  and  as  he  told  him,  he  was 
an  Attorny  of  theCommon-Fleas.  I  made  anfwer,that  he 
was  no  fuch  man,  but  an  Importer  and  a  Cheat :  where¬ 
upon  he  advifed  me  to  go  to  Mr.  Cooke  the  Prothono- 
tary  at  the  Temple,  and  fearch  whether  he  wasan  Attor¬ 
ney  of  the  Common-Pleas  or  no  3  and  if  he  was  not,  I 
ihould  take  a  Summons  from  my  Lord  Chief  Juftice,and 
he  would  come  and  juftifie  he  own’d  himfelf  to  be  an 
Attorney  of  the  Common-Pleas,  and  fo  by  that  means 
have  him-turned  out  from  being  Truftee  :  Now  I  finding 
him  not  to  befo,I  did  take  out  a  Summons  from  my  Lord 
Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common* Pleas,  and  Mr.  R^  meet¬ 
ing  me  according  to  the  Summons,  defired  me  to  let  him 
alone,  and  he  would  come  to  an  Account,  and  deliver 
up  his  Truft,  and  do  any  thing  elfe  I  would  have  him  5 
and  this  he  promifed  before  Mr.  Flaks  oi  the  Temple,  an 
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Attorny  of  the  Common  Pleas  5  but  for  3  weeks  or  a 
month  after,  we  could  neither  lee  nor  hear  of  him,  till 
one  came  and  informed  us  that  he  was  to  be  a  Witnefs  in 
Weftminfier-Hall ,  and  there  we  had  a  Summons  from  my 
Lord  Chief  Juftice  Holt^  to  appear  before  him  f  which 
was  done :  And  being  before  my  Lord,  we  had  a  fmall 
hearing  of  the  Caufe,  as  I  may  call  it  \  for  we  had  there 
Mr.  Lloyd  of  the  Temple  our  Counfel,  and  my  Lord  hear¬ 
ing  what  was  alledged  againft  him,  told  him,  that  he  was 
an  ill  man,  and  (aid  thus  to  Row^  You  are  a  fine  Fellow  to 
be  a  Trufiee.  My  Lord  finding  that  he  was  a  Truftec 
made  in  Chancery,  advifed  us  to  make  an  end,  and  fpoke 
thus  to  Mr.  Lloyd ,  As  you  are  her  Counfel ,  let  Mr,  Row  take 
another ^  arid  make  an  end  3  for  the  poor  Woman  will  be  ru¬ 
ined,  or  to  this  efled.  Mr.  Row  readily  anfwer’d  he  would, 
and  that  he  would  bring  Mr.  H.( any  oae  may  judge  the 
meaning  of  that. ) 

The  time  and  place  being  appointed,  Mr.  Lloyd ,  the 
Widow,  and  my  felf,  went  there,  where  we  met  Mr.R^ 
and  2  or  3  Fellows  of  his  Gang,  but  no  Mr.H  was  there ^ 
Mr.  Row  faid,  what  fhould  I  have  Counfel,  I  can  do  my 
bufinefs  my  felf  $  Mr.  Lloyd  told  him,  he  was  not  to  ar¬ 
gue  the  Cafe  with  him  but  Mr.  H .  and  they  two  were  to 
make  an  end,  if  they  could  agrees  whereupon  Mr.  Lloyd 
was  angry  with  him,  and  went  away :  So  that  he  was  then 
upon  the  Hide  and  Seek  again,  putting  us  every  day  to 
great  Expences  5  for  he  did  not  care  to  part  with  his 
Trufteefhip :  And  for  us  to  come  to  my  Lord  Chief  jn- 
ftice  again,  would  put  the  Widow  to  more  Charges,  and 
that  my  Lord  could  do  nothing  in  it,  becaufe  he  was  a 
Truftee  in  Chancery.  - 

Now  what  to  do  we  could  not  tell,  but  we  then  peti¬ 
tioned  the  Lords  Commiffioners,  and  Mr.  Serjeant  Tre- 
ntayne  our  Counfel :  Upon  hearing  what  was  alledged 
againft  the  faid  Mr,  Row,  the  Lord  Commiflioner  Raw- 
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Imfon  faid,it  was  the  moft  barbarous  Cafe  he  ever  beards 
Pray  note,  ThatR oro  was  to  appear  that  day  but  durfb 
not  5  knowing  the  Villany  that  he  had  committed,  where¬ 
upon  by  an  Order  of  Court,  a  Meflenger  was  ordered  to 
take  Mr.  Row  into  Cuftody  5  ( the  Petition  and  Orders 
ought  to  be  inferted  here,  but  that  my  little  time  I  have 
to  live  ought  to  be  otherwife  employed. )  Now  after 
the  Meflenger  was  awarded  againft  him,  he  abfeonded 
himfelf  from  his  Dwelling- houfe,  and  all  other  places  he 
then  u(ed.5  fo  that  theMeflenger  of  the  Chancery  Mr.  Baftt 
and  my  felf,  daily  hunting  after  him  for  near  the  fpace 
ef  a  month,  but  could  not  take  him.  Pray  obferve  here, 
that  this  was  in  April  1 6yi.  and  alfo  obferve,  that  from 
Ghrijfawas  before  till  that  time,  Mr.Row  daily  and  hourly 
threatned  to  feife  her  Goods,  and  take  pofleflion  5  and 
file  did  leave  her  Houfe  for  fear  of  it,  forfome  little  time, 
exp?  ding  to  be  relieved  by  the  Lords  Gommiffioners,  but 
(he  left  her  Children  and  Maid  in  pofleflion  :•  Now  Row 
by  force  entred,  without  any  manner  of  Law  5  for  he 
turned  the  Children  out  of  Doors,  and  fold  .the  Bed  from 
under  them,  and  took  the  reft  of  the  Goods  that  were 
in  the  Houle.  Now  is  the  time  that  Dr.  Clinch's  Name . 
comes  to  be  mentioned,  and  I  beg  of  you  obferve,  L 
will  make  it  as  clear  as  I  can,  and  fpeak  nothing  but  the 
Truth  to  the  beft  of  my  Knowledg,  and  as  i  hope  to  fee 
God  in  Glory.  Now  when  Mr.  Row  had  turned  tha 
poor  Fatherlds  Children  out  of  Doors,  Then  the 
Widow  applied  her  felf  to  the  Dr.  and  told  him  what 
had  paft,  and  wondered  why  he  would  not  keep  the  Se¬ 
curity  in  his  own  hands,  but  make  it  aver  to  Row:.  Said 
file  to  the  Dr.  f  dare  truft  you  with  all  I  have  in  the 
World,  5  am  now  uftng  endeavours  to  get  Returned 
mt  of  his  Trufteefhip,  and  bring  him  to  an  Account  fee 
the  money  he  owes  me,,  and  the  Goods  he  has  wronged 
me  of y  for  he  twice  robbed,  the.Houfe:  of  the  Locks,  Keys 
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and  Bolts  under  pretence  of  his  being  Truftee.  I  hope 
no  body  can  call  it  any  thing  elfe  but  Robbery,  when  the 
owed  him  nothing,  but  he  was  in  her  Debt  .50  I.  or 
thereabouts,  and  (he  could  not  take  the  Law  ot  him, 
becaufe  he  was  her  Truftee.  So  that  the  Widow  foliated 
the  Dr.feveral  times  with  a  great  many  Prayers  and  Sup¬ 
plications,  to  ftand  her  Friend  till  fuch  time  as  he  was 

r,gAnd  now  waT the  time  that  Kovp  applied  himfelf to  the 
Dr.  and  infinuated  himfelf  fo  far  into  the  Doftors  favour 
as  to  make  him  believe  that  it  was  all  falfe  5  and  that  he 
was  the  wronged  man,  and  that  flie  owed  him  a  great 
deal  of  moneys,  and  withall  told  him,  that  it  was  not 
he  that  had  ruined  the  Widow  and  Fatherlefi,  but  one 
Mr.  Harrifon ,  who  was  a  Gamtfter,and  fpept  and  play 
away  all  her  money  5  and  fo  Afr.IWand  his  Agents  made 
it  their  bufinefs  to  make  him  believe  fo,  and  every  one 
elfe  that  was  concerned,  but  more  particularly  her  Re¬ 
lations,  fearing  left  they  (hould  undertake  ner  juit  Caufe, 
being  monied  People,  and  perfons  ot  great  Note  , 
Credit  ;  and  he  did  effeft  his  defign,  for  from  that  time 
tiS  now  her  Relations  would  not  look  upon  her 
hear  any  thing  of  her,  becaufe  ne  had  fo  belpattereb  Her 

^°nNow  w§asmthetime  Itoldher,  that  I  would  ufe  my  en¬ 
deavours  and  intereft  with  the  Dr.  who  wasmy  very  good 
Friend  and  for  feveral  years  had  known  him ,  tor  .1  ha 
been  my  Phyfitian  5  and  many  times  when  he  law  me 
told  me  he  would  come  Day  or  Night  to  lerve  me,  if  I 
had  need  for  him.  Nay  further  than  tnat,  at  the  turn.  to 
Duke  of  Norfolk  Regiment  was  to  be  raifed,  he  told  me. 
If  I  would  have  k'  Commiffion  in  that  Regiment  he  had 
that'lntereft  with  the  Duke,  that  be  believed  he  cou  d 
do  any  thing  with  him  ;  but  1  told  him  I  was  engaged 
f„°  , Verio!  of  Quality  al^dy.  NOW  to  the  Reader 
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judge,  whether  or  no  I  had  any  reafon  to  injure  the  Dr. 
or  much  more  to  Murder  him.  Now  was  the  time  alfo 
I  foiicited  the  Dr.  upon  the  Widows  Account,  who  al¬ 
ways  {hewed  me  Civility  and  Refpeft,  and  never  an  An¬ 
gry  word  paft  betwixt  us.  And  alfo  about  this  time  theDr. 
imploy’d  one  Mr.Johnfon  of  Furnivah-Jnn, to  look  after 
the  bufinefs :  Says  the  Dr.  Mr.  Harrijon ,  I  do  not  under¬ 
hand  the  Law,  and  befides  that,  I  have  a  great  deal  of 
bufinefs  otherwife,  I  cannot  trouble  my  fell ;  but  I  have 
left  it  all  to  Mr.  Johnfon  :  Upon  this, "I  told  the  Widow 
what  the  Dr.  had  done.  That  he  had  left  it  all  to  one 
Mr-  johnfon 3  whereupon  the  replied,  That  (he  was  got 
out  of  the  Frying-pan  into  the  Fire,  for  her  Relations 
knew  who  he  was  3  but  I  was  altogether  a  Stranger  to 
Mr.  Johnfon.  Now  pray  obferve,  that  at  that  time  all 
our  Applications  to  the  Dr.  or  Mr.Johnfon,  was  to  let  her 
have  a  little  more  money,  till  fhe  had  made  an  end  in 
Chancery,  and  got  Row  out  from  his  Trufteeftiip  3  for- 
ftie  intended  to  undertake  fome  Imploy  to  maintain  her 
felf  and  Children,  and  that  the  Dr.  Ihould  have  pofleffi- 
on  of  both  the  Houfes  for  his  Security  3  and  we  would 
endeavour  to  get  a  Decree  in  Chancery  for  that  purpofe 
i  he  Dr.  and  I  many  times  argued,  the  Cafe,  and  once  or 
twice,  computed  the  In-come  of  the  Eftate,  and  what 
might  be  lent  upon  it :  The  Dr.  was  fenfible  of  the 
Wrongs  done  the  Widow,  and  would  have  helped  her 
sn  any  thing,  if  Mr.  Johnfon  had  not  prevented  him" 
Now  you  mull:  underftand  the  Widow  Could  do  nothing 
to  help  her  felf  as  toraifingofMony,  for  thefe  2  Reafons: 
FirfV,  Becaufe  Row  was  Truftee,  and  not  then  turned  out' 
nor  is  yet  3  as  you  will  underftand  by  the  Sequel  of  the’ 
Story :  So  now  to  come  back  to  Mr.  Row ,  where  I  men¬ 
tioned  him  as  to  his  abfconding  himfelf5  that  the  Mef- 
ftnger  could  not  take  him,  whereas  by  an  other  Order 
made  the  Twenty  Sixth  day  of  May,  169 1.  It  was  or¬ 
dered 
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>ne  Mr.  Royor  and  Roy  ley,  Mr.  Edwards  and  Dr. 
Clinch [  were  to  attend  Sir  John  Hofkyns 3  about  the  Mat¬ 
ters  in  queftion  3  for  you  muft  know,  that  we  had  the 
wofe  Bufinefs  on  the  Stage,  as  to  all  the  Perfons  concern- 
in  putting  that  Purchafe  upon  her,  and  by  what  de¬ 
ices  and  means  Mr.  Row  got  in  to  beTruftee.  Now  this 
was  the  time  that  Dr.  Clinch  firft  began  to  be  difpleafed,. 
and  fo  was  Mr.  Fairbeard  his  Counfel,  and  Mr.  Johnfon , 
for  bringing  his,  Name  in  queftion, where  fo  black  a  Cafe 
appeared  to  the  Lords  CommifIioners,on  Row's  Account, 
laying,  Have  not  llentmyMony ,  and  paid  it  honejlly  ? 
Yes,  Sir,  I  know  it  3  but  Row  received  the  moft  of  it,, 
and  the  Widow  cannot  get  an  Account  of  it  3  and  it  was 
by  our  CounfePs  Advice  that  we  did  it  3  for  by  the  Dr’s 
appearing  before  the  Mr.  in  Chancery, all  was  made  clear,, 
how  Mr.  Row  and  his  Confederates  were  the  Perfons  that 
had  ruined  the  Widow  and  her  Children,  as  by  the  Re¬ 
port  does  appear,  which  ought  to  be  inferted  here.  But 
no  more  of  that.  I  hope  now  her  Relations  will  have 
pity  of  her  difconfolate  condition,  being  the  moft  wrong¬ 
ed  Widow  in  the  World,  to  whom  I  have  ordered  the 
Papers  of  the  Proceedings  of  her  Caufe  to  be  carefully 
'delivered.  Only  thus  much  of  the  Report  made  by  Sir 
John  Hosk^yns,  which  I  fhewed  my  Lord  Chief  Juftice  at 
my  Tryal.  But  he  told  me,  it  would  fignifie  nothing  to 
my  Tryal  3  which  is  thus  verbatim.  And  as  for  Ur.  Clinch 
his  matter,  I  find  that  the  faid  Dr.  Clinch  was  defired  by 
the  faid  Mrs.  Vanwick  and  Mr.  Row,  prefently  after  the 
laid  Purchafe  of  the  faid  2  Houfes,  to  lend  the  faid  Mrs. 
Vanwick,  an  Hundred  Pound  to  furnifh  one  of  the  laid 
Houles  3  and  there  being  a  Debt  of  14/.  that  was  due 
to  Dr.  Clinch  from  the  faid  Mrs.  VanwicKs  late  Husband 
Deceafed,  and  about  3  /.  17  s.  for  Intereft  thereof,  the 
faid  Dr.  Clinch  did  lend  the  faid  Mrs. VanwickT wo  Gui¬ 
neas  more,  which  made  it  up  Twenty  Pounds  3  and  the 
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faidMrs.?^«»?/V4fecured  thefaid  Twenty  Ponnd^  by  her 
Bond  5  and  the  faid  Dr.  Clinch  at  their,  the  faid  Row  and 
JauwicQ s  Defire,  did  undertake  to  lend  it,  upon  his  be¬ 
ing  lecured  the  laid  ico  /.-  and  the  faid  20  /.  in  all  120  L 
by  a  Mortgage  of  one  of  the  laid  Two  Hoafes,  to  be 
paid  at  times  in  the  Deeds  for  that  purpofe  mentioned^ 
the  which  100 /.  I  find  was  paid,  and  difpofed,  and  re¬ 
ceived  thus,  41  /.  1 5  s.  to  the  laid  Mrs.  Vauwicl^,  5  L  to 
Mr,  Fa&beard  and  his  Clerk  for  Writings  5  3  /.  for  the 
enfuring  Mrs.  Vauwiclf s  Life,  and  50  /.  5  /.  to  the  faid 
Mr. Row  tqr  the  ufe  ot  Mrs  Vauwick. 

Now  we  hayipggot  this  Report,  all  our  bufinefs  was 
done  with  Pjj.  Clinch ,  and  this  Report  was  Signed,  8th 
of  Augujl  1691.  by  Sir  John  Hosk^yns.  By  this  Report 
it  appears,  who  wronged  the  Widow,  as  you  will  find 
alfo  by  a  Petition  here  inferred,  upon  which  the  Widow 
was  to  have  an  Hearing.  The  Petition  was  thus  ver¬

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given  out  that  Mr.  and  my  Self  knew  the  2  Ruffians 
that  committed  this  Fad ;  but  the  next  Day  after  it  was 
.done,  being  1  utfday,  it  was  2  a  Clock  before  I  heard  of 
'  if,  which  was  at  jee’s  Coffee  Houle  going  into  Salisbury- 
Court,  where  I  was  told  of  the  Murther,  and  the  man- 
met  ot  it,  as  they  heard  it  was  done.*  I  remember  very 
well  what  I  faid,  Thefe  were  the  boideft  daring  Villains 
lever  heard  of;  What,  to  Murther  a  Man  in  the  open 
Streets,  and  at  that  time  of  the  Night,  and  carrv  him 
through  the  City  in  a  Coach  when  all  the  Wdtch  was 
Fet  ?  And  I  do  remember  that  I  took  Pen  and  Ink,  and 
writ  a  Letter  to  the  Widow,  in  the  Compter,  which  was 
to  this  or  the  like  Bile  Cl Madam,  I  jujl  now  have  heard 
of  the  hlackejl  inhuman  Murther  that  ever  was  known  ;  hut 
before  this  I  fuppofe  you  have  heard  of  it,  hecaufe  it  is  all 
over  the  Town ,  if  not,  it's  thus :  Doctor  Clinch  was  lajl 
Night  barbaroujly  Murthered  in  a  Coach  in  Leaden  Hail- 
Jlreet.  And  fo  writ, as  I  heard  how  it  was  done, &c. The  fame 
Night  I  was  at  one  Clinch's  Coffee- Houle  in  Mitre- 
Court,  where  every  one  was  talking  of  it,  for  it  was  a 
general  Difcourfe.  The  fame  Night  I  was  to  fee  for  a 
Gentleman  there  who  ow’d  me  Mony,  and  he  came  in 
whilft  I  was  there,  and  told  me,  that  he  had  received  a 
Bill  out  of  the  Country,  anddefired  me  to  meet  him  at 
the  Sugar-Loaf  in  White-  Fryers,  and  dine  with  him  the 
next  Day  ;  which  Words  were  fpoke  publickly.  Upon

me  to  the  Conftable’s  Houle  in  Grays- Inn- Lane,  where

Trank  at  or  near  8  a  Clock  on  that  Night,  to  my  Lodg¬ 
ings,  at  the  Golden  Ball  in  Paul's  Church-yard  ;  and  af¬ 
ter  I  had  given  Orders  for  a  Fire  to  be  light, 
I  went  from  thence,  and  told  them,  I  would  be  at 
home  again  betwixt  a  i  r  and  1 2. 

My  fecond  Proof. 

That  betwixt  and  9  a  Clock  the  lame  Night,  I 
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me,  for  I  could  not  recolle£t  every  thing  my  lelf ;  but 
you  will  underftand  in  my  Cafe  following  .•  And-  when 
my  WitneiTes  had  given  me  the  fatisfa&ion,  the  Selfions 
coming  on  about  xo  days  after,  I  had  all  my  WitneiTes 
there,  andPetitioned  for  myTryal;  but  was  put  off,  becaufe 
the  Coroner  had  not  brought  in  his  Inqueft.  Now  pray 
obferve,  that  the  Coroner  had  been  with  me,  and  took 
my  Examination,  before  that  Selfions;  and  promiled 
me  he  would  let  me  have  two  days  notice  of  my  Tryal ; 
but  he  did  not :  So  that  I  tired  my  Friends  with  wait¬ 
ing,  and  my  Whneffes  being  Strangers,  that  sixpence 
was  all  loft.  Now  knowing  my  Innocency,  and  believ¬ 
ing  that  the  Profecutors  delired  nothing  more  than  to 
find  out  the  Truth,  I  frankly  lent  them  a  Copy  of  my 
Cafe,  and  alio  another  to  the  Coroner ;  the  doing  of 
which  was  my  ruin :  And  I  told  my  Lord  the  lame  at 
my  Tryal ;  and  he  made  Anfwer,“  I  was  to  blame  intbat: 
And  thus  it  was  Verbatim. 


An  Exact  Account  of  the  juft  Defence  I  made 
concerning  my  Innocency ,  touching  the  Inhuman 
Murther  of  Dr.  Clinch,  on  the  4th  of  thislnftant  Janu¬ 
ary,  betwixt  9  and  11  a  Clock. 
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came  from  my  fa  id  Lodgings,  and  went  along  Fket-rfmt, 
to  the  I^jngs  Head  in  Crown  Court  in  Chancery  Lane ,  over 
againfl'  Serjeant’s  Inn,  where  I  play’d  at  Cards,  from  9 
a  Clock  or  thereabouts,  till  11  a  Clock  or  thereabouts, 
the  fame  Night ;  to  prove  this,  the  Matter  of  the  Ring’s 
Head ,  his  Wife  and  Maid,  one  Mr.  Baker  an  Ironmonger, 
Mrs.  Whiple  a  Cornet’s  Wife,  one  Mr.  White  and  his 
Wife. 

To  confirm  the  Teftimonies  of  thefe  Perfons,  during 
the  time  we  play’d  at  Cards,  thefe  two  Accidents  fell 
out;  at  10  a  Clock  or  thereabouts,  a  Hubbub  arofe  in  the 
faid  Court,  about  the  Pumping  a  Woman  that  had  pickt 
a  Gentleman’s  Pocket :  The  other  was  about  a  quarter  of 
an  Hour  after,  That  one  ’John  Allan,  a  Drawer  at  the 
King’s  Head  Tavern  at  the  end  of  Chancery  Lane ,  came 
to  the  King’s  Head  in  Crown  Court ;  he  being  fomewhat 
Impertinent  and  Sawcy  ,  as  I  thought  ,  I  rofe 
from  my  Seat,  went  to  the  Door,  and  ftruck  at  him  with 
my  Muff;  which  the  Drawer  remembers.

That  Mr.  White  came  to  call  his  Wife  home  about  half 
an  Hour  paft  ten  a  Clock,  and  found  me  at  Cards  with 
the  laid  Company.  , 

My  fourth  Proof. 

That  at  my  return  home  from  that  Place , 
at  11  a  Clock  or  thereabouts,  to  my  Lodgings,  one 
Mr.  Sutton  and  one  Mr.  Ruffe/ ,  Gent,  of  my 
Acquaintance  was  in  a  Coach,  at  the  King's  Head  Ta¬ 
vern  door  at  the  end  of  Chancery  Lane ,  drinking  a  Glafs 
of  Sack  ;  They  told  me  ,  .They,  , were  going  to  the 
Horfe-Shooe  Tavern  in  Drury  Lane ,  and  defired  me  to 
go  along  with  them  ;  and  I  did  go  into  the 
Coach  to  them  :  But  I  confidering  that  it  was 
too  late,  prelentfy  came  out  of  the  Coach  again,  and  fo 
walk’d  all  along  Fleet  fireet,  home  to  my  Lodgings  in 
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*  Paul's  Church-yard,  and  was  at  home  at  half  an  Hour 
pa  ft  ii  a  Clock,  or  thereabonts, 

Pray  obferve,  that  I  came  from  Mr.  Htmpfiead's  Lodg¬ 
ings  before  the  Port-Mantle-Trunk  was  carried  to  my 
Lodgings,  which  he  (wore  at  9  a  Clock,  when  k  was 
before  8  Lwas  with  him;  which  has  given  ail  the  Sufc 
picion. 

Now  let  any  one  judge,  whether  it  looks  like  as  if  I 
were  guilty,  to  give  my  Adverfaries  an  Account  of  my 
WitnefFes,  and  what  they  could  teftifie  forme:  But  my 
Defign  in  this,  was  That  when  tbey,had  found  what  I 
Paid  to  be  true,  I  was  in  hopes  they  would  have  fuffer’d 
(Jme  to- Bail  :  But  infteadof  that  it  turned  to  my  ruin  ;  for 
Dr,  Clinch's  Coach- man  went  to  them,  and  abufed  them 
all,  and  every  Body  elfe  that  took  my  part ;  but  however 
the  fecond  Seffions  coming  on,  all  my  Friends  and  Wit- 
nefles  attended  two  Days  in  hopes  of  rayTryal;  myWit- 
neffes  being  in  the  fame  Houle  where  theirs  was,  and 
they  feeing  me  fo  well  provided,  my  Tryal  was  put  off 
till  the  third  Seffions,  upon  pretence  that  they  haddilco- 
vered  fomething  more.  Nowl  being  in  Pfifon,  and  with¬ 
out  Mony,  and  had  given  them  all  this  trouble,  and 
waiting  two  Seffions, all  the  time  of  the  Seffions, they  were 
very  uneafie ;  befides  being  abuled  by  Dr.  Clinch's  Coach¬ 
man,  they  would  ncyt  prpuble  themPelveS  any  more*  But 
this  I  had  forgot,  that  moft  of  them  denied  coming,  be- 
caule  they  Paid  they  fhould  be  abuled  and  vilified,  be- 
caule  the  Murther  was  Po  black  that  was  kid  to  my 
Charge.  Whereupon  I  was, forced j to  Petition  the  Lord 
Chief  Juftice  for  Subpcena*,  which  was  granted  me,  which 
w^s  both  a  great  Charge  and  Trouble,  I  being  confined, 
that  I  could  not  look  after  it  my  felf ;  tho’  I  was  promi- 
Ped,  l  fhould  either  be  Tryed  or  Bailed  ;  but  inftead  of 
that  I  was  more  ftri&ly  confined.  Now  from  the  lafl 
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Seflions  till  this,  my  Enemies  were  at  work  how  to  bring 
their  Defigns  about;  the  firft  thing  I  heard  was,  That 
there  was  a  Boy  made  away, and, as  it  was  reported, by  .my 
Contrivance ;  and  then  he  was  put  in  the  Gazette  ;  but 
not  being  found  out,  at  ray  Tryal  his  Examination  was 
produced  as  an  Evidence,  which  was  allowed  of  as  good, 
according  to  Law,  and  I  believe  it  might  be  to,  becaule 
my  Lord  Chief  Juftice  (aid  it  was  Law.  Now  I  do 
proteft  I  never  heard  of  any  -My  an  Evidence  againft  me, 
till  it  was  told  me  in  che  Prefs-yard,  That  a  Boy  was 
made  away  that  was  an  Evidence  againft  me  ;  whereup¬ 
on  I  anfwered,  Why  did  they  not  try  me  laft  Seflions, 
for  then  they  had  the  Boy  ?  But  I  found  there  was  no 
occafion  for  him  this  Seflions,  confidering  the  two  young 
Maids  this  Seflions,  one  concerning  the  Handkerchief 
and  the  other  feeing  me  in  the  Coach  at  Brorvnlorvjlreet - 
end,  as  you  will  hear  anon;  God  forgive  them  and  thofe 
that  put  them  upon  it.  Now  this  Seflions  coming  on,  1 
was  forced  to  have  Subpena’s,  and  the  fame  Charge  and 
Trouble  again  as  I  had  been  at  before  :  But  now  it  was 
too  late,  for  Mr.  White  and  his  Wife  kept  out  of  the  way, 
and  fb  that  they  could  not  be  found,  nor  did  appear  .•  I 
know  not  the  Reafon,  but  God  forgive  them,  I  fear  there 
was  foul  Dealing.  Mrs.  Whiple  did  not  appear,  and 
the  Maid  could  not  come,  becaufe  the  Houle  could  not 
be  left  alone.  Now*  the  Day  of  my  Tryal  being  come 
they  would  have  put  it  off  again,  but  that  my  Lord  Chief 
Juft  ice  would  not  fuffer  it,  and  I  prefling  for  it,  it  was 
granted  me  ;  and  Imuft  own  my  Lord  had  all  the  Pati¬ 
ence  imaginable,  fb  that  lean  find  no  Fault  with  Judges 
or  Jury.  1  will  now  mention  the  mod  remarkable  PaC 
fages  that  I  can  remember  as  to  the  Evidence  againft  me. 
The  firft  was,  to  fatisfie  the  Court  the  occafion  of  my  be¬ 
ing  fufpeQred  to  be  one  of  the  Perfons  that  committed  the 
;Fa6t,  about  the  Hundred  and  twenty  Pounds  lent  by  the 
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Do&or  to  the  Widow,  ray  Acquaintance ;  but  what  he 
fwore  I  cannot  remember ;  but  as  I  was  informed,  he  was 
the  Perfon  that  gave  the  firfl:  Sufpicion  of  me  to  be  the 
Man  ;  if  fo,  God  forgive  him,  for  I  had  not  feen  him  in 
three  Months  before  the  Dodtor  was  murthered.  The 
next  that  (wore  (  for  I  cannot  remember  every  thing, 
but  this  Paffage  )  That  I  came  to  hkChamber,  and  laid 
my  Hand  upon  my  Sword,  ahd  (aid,  I  would  be  reveng¬ 
ed  on  the  Dodor :  It  is  falle,  as  I  am  a  dying  Man  ;  for 
there  was  no  Dilcourfe  of  the  Dodor,  but  Matters  relating 
tohimlelf ;  for  the  Dodor  was  always  willing  to  do  any 
thing  for  the  Widow’s  Good,  but  was  prevented  by  him. 
As  for  the  two  Witneffes  at  the  Coffee  Houle,  that  fwore 
that  I  laid, That!  Ihould  fay,  “  God  D— "-him, he  ought  to 
«  have  his  Throat  cut;  And  the  Woman  more  particularly 
fwore  this,  that  I  laid,  “  What,  Would  he  haste  a  Woman 
“of  your  Quality  go  toService?  G.TX  him, he  ought  to 
“havehis  Throat  cut.  Prayobferve,  this  Woman  comes 
to  Newgate.  I  coming  to  her, .  laid,  Mrs.jfop,  I  wonder 
you  can  lleep  in  your  B,d,  knowing  the  Wrongs  you  have 
done  me;  Ihe  prefently  anfwered,‘*Lord/  Captain  Harri- 
“  fon ,  all  1  faid  was, That  you  faid  he  ought  to  be  hanged, 
“  but  I  believe  it  was  in  your  Pafiion,  and  I  really  think 
“  you  are  as  Innocent  as  I  am:Which  was  thereafon  why 
I  asked  in  Court,  W hat  fhe  had  for  fwearing  that  ?  This 
is  true  upon  my  Salvation.  . 

I  am  lorry  that  I  ha  ye  not  the  Trial,  and  then  I  could 
better  anfwer  it  :  Audi  will  not  tell  a  Lye,  now  I  am 
going  out  of  fhe  World,  therefore  would  only  hint  at 
thole  things  I  am  flu  e  are  IMfe, "  and  will  not  name  any 
Perlon,  but  leave  it  to  God  to  touch  their  Hearts  in  his 
due  Time,  for  it  cannot  be  expcded  I  can  remember  ah 
that  was  faid  in  Court  ;  I  will  only  mention  the  partial' 
jar  Sayings,  ahd  let  thenV  remember  it  after  my  Death. 

As  to  the  Witnefs  that  laid,  I  was  at  his  Lodgings  at  nine 
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a  Clock  exadly,  and  that  I  had  a  Gentleman  flaying  be¬ 
low  forme,  and  that  I  had  urgent  Banners  to  do  that 
Night,  and  fe.veral  other  Difcourfes  about  the  poor  Wo¬ 
man  that  Night  :  God  forgive  him  for  being  pofitive  to 
an  Hour ;  I  migffc  have  believed  it  might  have  been  that 
Time  he  fwore,  if  Circumftances  relating  to  the  Gown, 
which  he  may  know  (by  reading  the  Account  of  my 
Defence  befere-mentioned )  muft  fatisfie  him  to  the 
contrary,  though  I  fear^  the  World  cannot  underftand  my 
Meaning;  but  I  write  this  meerly  for  himfelf,  that  he  may 
recoiled  himfelf  of  what  he  has  done ;  when  he 
knows  in  his  Confidence  my  Bufinefs  was  another 
thing.  ,  ( 

Now  as  fp  that  Man  in  the  Compter^ ho  fwore  that  the; 
Night  before  the  inhuman  Murfher  vyas  done, I  was  there, 
and  being  in  Difcourfe  with  the  JAfcdpw,  he  hearkned  at 
the  Door,  and  heard  me  fay,  G.  D,  me,  f  would  have 
the  Blood  of  Hinch  or  Clinch.  This,  or  to  the  like  effed, 
was  what  he  fwore ;  I  never  faid,  I  would  be  the  Death 
of  Hincho):  Clinch  in  my  Life,  as  I  muft  appear  at  the 
Judgment  Seat  of  God  to  anfwer  it.  As  to  that  poor  Wo¬ 
man,  I  pity  her,  whole  Evidence  was,  That  I  was  at 
her  Houfe  on  S,  Thomas  Day  laft,  and  had  on  a  Black 
Shabby  Sute,  I  think,  were  her  Words.  Upon  my  Sal¬ 
vation  it  is  falfe,  for  I  have  not  had  a  Black  Coat  on  in 
three  Months  Time,  before  the  Dodor  was  murthered, 
as  feveralcan  Teftifie,  nor  never  wore  any  Coat  but  that 
I  had  on  when  I  was  brought  before  my  Lord  Chief  Ju¬ 
ft  ice,  which  was  the  fame  I  had  on  at  my  Tryal,  in  three 
Months  Time  before  the  Mprther  :  I  fhall  anfwer  her 
Evidence  no  more. 

As  to  the  2  Maids,  I  never  heard  of  them  as  Evidences 
againft  me  till  I  faw  them  in  Court;  therefore  you  will 
think  I  had  a  hard  Task  to  go  through  ;  but  God  be 
thanked  he  fupported  me  then,  and  believe  he  will  con¬ 
tinue 
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tinue^to  me,  and  alfo  adift  me  at  the  Hour  of  my

As  to  the  other  Maid  who  fwore,  That  fhe  faw  me 
by  the  glimmering  of  a  Lamp  in  the  Coach,  at  the  end 
of  Brownlow  Street,  and  heard  me  talk,  and  was  with 
me  in  Pnfon,  and  heard  my .  Voice  before  fhe  came  into 
the  Room  where  I  was,  and  faid.  That  was  the  Voico 
that  I  heard  in  the  Coach  that  Night  when  the  Dador 
was  Murthered.  And  I  asked,  Why  fhe  did  not  declare 
it  before?  Which  my  Lord  Chief  juftice  obferved ;  but 
the  Gentleman  who  was  Council  againft  me,  as  I  take 
it,  put  into  her  Head,  and  laid,  it  was  Scruple  of  Con' 
Icience,  and  that  her  Mother,  or  fome  Body  elfc,  would 
not  let  her  meddle  in  fuch  a  dangerous  Bufinels.  God 

forgive  her,  Ihe  did  my  Bufmefs ;  and  God  forgive  them 
that  put  her  upon  it.
